Unofficial messages reaching here 
fully corrob orate the war office re­ 
port of the reb el defeat as a result of 
a heavy and sustained b omb ardment 
b y tw’o federal gunb oats and federaT 
field artillery. 
They do not, however, 
b ear out the idea of a rout. 
In possession of the railroad yards 
throughout the b attle the reb els, when 
they were driven off, remained suffi­ 
ciently cool in the face of the furious 
fire to take away with them every lo­ 
comotive 
and 
most 
of the rolling 
stock. 
T hat the reb el loss was great is also 
emphasized in these advices, which 
add that the b uzzards which inhab it 
the Mexican coast and which for gen­ 
erations have b een protected b y law 
floated over the b attlefields in num­ 
b ers so great as to present the ap­ 
pearance of low lying b lack clouds. 
According to the federal report 800 
reb els were killed b efore they could 
get out of range and this would mean 
many other hundreds wounded and 
prob ab ly left b ehind. 
It is regarded here as prob ab le the 
reb els will resume the attack in great­ 
er numb ers.

The senate has practically gone 
on a strike against social functions 
where senators are not given preced­ 
ence over cab inet officers and am b as­ 
sadors, as well as other functionaries. 
The women of congress, wives of 
memb ers of the house, went on a 
strike until assured that calls they 
made on the wives of cab inet officers 
would b e returned. 
Wives of senators 
refuse to make first cnlls on wives of 
cab inet officers b ecause tho senators 
claim precedence over cab inet officers. 
This “precedence” consists in who 
shall walk first in or out of n room, 
who shall b e seated nearest the hostess 
at a dinner tab le and such other fune- 
tious where "rank” can b e considered. 
Bo rro wed Fro m Euro pe. 
Most of this stuff is b orrowed from 
Europe. 
Let a man in the diplomatic 
corps get out of his proper place In 
the m atter of "precedence” and he is 
hurtled b ack mighty quick. 
All din­ 
ner entertainers are scrupulously care­ 
ful to see that foreigners are given 
places according to their rank. 
But 
it is much harder in regard to senators. 
And foreign amb assadors would not 
¡ike to b e "placed b elow” senators and 
mem Iters of the house. 
Yet the rep­ 
resentatives have the same claim to 
precedence as given senators b ecause 
they compose a co-ordinate b ranch of 
the national legislature. But the whole 
fuss seems out of place in this latter 
day Jeffersonianism. 
‘‘Defender o f the Fa ith/’ 
Jam es Hamilton Lewis should b e giv­ 
en the title of “defender of the faith,” 
for b e certainly b eats every otb er sen­ 
ator to it in standing up for the ac­ 
tions of the administration and “hurl­ 
ing b ack defiance” to those Repub lic­ 
an senators who criticise the adminis­ 
tration’s interference with congress. 
And no man is so b ig that this “Jack 
the Giant Killer” is afraid of him. 
Ellhu Root, Senator Cummins, Burton 
of Ohio. Reed Smoot and. In fa c t any 
or all of the Repub lican leaders are 
met by the flow of oratorical acrob atics 
from Jim Ham Lewis whenever they 
criticise the policies and actions of the 
administration.

All the old adages fit situations in 
the United States senate. 
“Chickens 
came home to roost” in the case of 
Senator Owen not long ago. 
He was 
b erating the Repub licans for delaying 
and talking long on the currency b ill, 
i which he was trying to have passed, 
and b ecame Involved in a controversy 
with Senator Galliuger. 
“I rememb er,” said the New H am p­ 
shire senator, “a prolonged aud unin­ 
teresting speech that the senator from 
Oklahoma made not long ago occupy­ 
ing six hours and b y filib ustering de­ 
feating the will of the senate.”
